Receives Telegram. 
Governor Dorsey received the 
telegram of the chief executive of 
Louisiana Tuesday and he imme- 
diately. turned it over with letters 
he had _ received concerning the 
question and suggesting the legis; 
lature be assembled in an extraor- 
dinary session for the purpose of 
enacting a moratorium law to Com- 
missioner Brown, requesting that 
he favor him with any suggestions ¢ 
he might care to make. 

In his reply Mr. Brown called at- 
tention to the fact that for the 
past eight weeks he has maintained 
the position that in order “that we 
might handle Sur cotton to the best 
advantage, it would be wise tO gin 
it and place it in warehouses, bond- 
ed, if possible, so as to use the 
certificates as collateral with which 
to borrow money to meet maturing 
debts.”

The verdict of the jury was 
that deceased died from heart fail- 
ure due to dilated heart. 

The coroner asked the lady may- 
oress whether MacSwiney wanted to 
die. 

“No,” she answered... “Everyone 
knew that my husband did not want 
to die. He simply wanted his un- 
conditional release from prison.” 

“Then why did he go on a hun- 
ger strike?’ asked the coroner. 

“Because they had no right to 
arrest him., He went on hunger 
strike as a protest,” the lady mayor- 
ess said. “His arrest was a viola- 
tion of the laws of the Irish re- 
public,”

Action of the committee was the 
culmination of three public hearings 
and individual visits by its mem- 
bers to. different restaurants since 
the jast- meeting of the body ten 
days ago. Reports: of all members 
of the committem exactly coincided 
in one partfeular, that is, where they 
found the highest prices to predomt- 
nate the service was usually the 
poorest. 

17 Menus Collected, 

Seventeen separate menus had 
been collected and were on exhibi- 
tion. While the committee refrained 
from pvinting out the places where 
they believe profiteeing exists, they 
frankly let it be known that the 
majority of the menu cards were 
trom cafes, where, in their opinion, 
undue charges are made to patrons, 
Une member of the committee re- 
inarcked that at onc of these cafes 
they must have thought he wsa “a 
numming bird” trom the size of 
the portions they served him.

October 27.—Argu- 
ments favoring recognition of the 
“new republic of Ireland” 
formally resented to Secretary 
Colby at the state department to- 
night by a delegation of Irish sym- 
pathizers, headed by Frank PP. 
Walsh, former joint chairman with 
William Howard Taft, of the war 
labor board. 

Mr. Walsh was accompanied by 
Eugene Kincaid, New Jersey; James 
McGuire, former mayor of Syracuse; 
James McGarrity, Philadelphia, and 
Daniel C., O’Flaherty, of Richmond, 
all memebrs of a larger committee 
appointed at the Irish race conven- 
tion in Philadelphia two years ago, 
and which sent a committee com- 


posed of Mr. Walsh, former Gov- 
ernor Dunne, of Illinois, and Mich- 
ael Ryan, of Philadelphia, to Paris 
to intercede with the American del- 
egation at the peace conference 
for Irish ig oo, imate © 
Secretary Colby listened without 
comment, but cautoined the chair- 
man, when referenec was made to 
Eamonn De Valera as “president” of 
Ireland, that as secretary of state 
he could hear them only on the un- 
derstanding that they were there as 
American citizens, and not as rep. 
resentatives of officials of the Irish 
people. 
Demand Recognition. 

“We demand recognition, not as a 
favor,” said Mr. Walsh, “but as a 
right. The Irish republic is now es- 
tablished as a d’jure and de facto 
government. Its stability and rep- 
resentative character are attested by 
the indorsement of the ballots of 90 
per cent of the Irish people. The 
courts of the Irish republic are func- 
tioning daily, and their decisions are 
respected by the entire pulation.”

The necessity of registration by 
the women of Georgia was strong- 
ly urged in a report made at the 
last meeting of the Kennesaw chap- 
ter, U. D. .C.. by Mrs. F. K. Pratt, 
of Marietta, Ga., historian of the 


organization... The paper in full, 
is as follows: 

“Madam President and Members 
of the U. D. C., Greeting:—My re- 
port today is one quite out of the 
ordinary, and calls for your closest 
attention. 

“As your historian, I feel that I 
have the right to draw your atten- 
tion to a duty that you are unwit- 
tingly and carelessly omitting, and 
that is—the necessity of your reg- 
istration. 

“I am no suffragist, fighting and 
scrambling for political preferment; 
but I do believe that every respect- 
able, intelligent white woman, be 
she rich or poor, should be allowed 
the right to voice her sentiments 
as to those who should be the lead- 
ers of our country, and the makers 
of our. laws; in other words, she 
a gaa be allowed the right of vot- 
ng. 

“The past six years have been 
years of wonderful history making. 

“The map of Europe has com- 
pletely changed; America has be- 
come one of the leading nations of 
the world. 

“For the first time in our history 
we American women are allowed 
the mighty privilege of the ballot. 

“It has been granted to the wom-, 
en of other states, but never before 
has Georgia placed upon her brow 
the crown of universal suffrage un- 
til now.

You will re- 
member that the morale of the Ger- 
man people broke.down long be- 
fore the strength of the German 
armies was broken. That was ob- 
viously because the felt that a 
great moral force, which they could 
not look in the: face, had come into 
the contest, and that thenceforth all 
their professions of right were dis- 
credited and they were unable to 
pretend that their continuation of 
the war was not the support of-a 
government that had violated every 
principle of right and every con- 
sideration of humanity.
